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MINUTES  OF  THE  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


MONDAY  EVENING,  JUNE  17 


Meeting  was  held  in  department  headquarters  at  Spencer  Hotel. 
Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  department  president,  Nora  Etnire. 
All  joined  in  praying  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  after  which  roll  call  was  taken 
and  fourteen  officers  answered  present. 

Following  were  the  questions,  and  the  Council’s  decisions. 

No.  1  Is  it  customary  for  the  chairman  of  an  investigating  com¬ 
mittee  to  take  an  application  and  have  it  signed  when  they  have  it 
investigated? 

Decision:  After  application  is  read  and  properly  investigated,  it 
becomes  the  property  of  the  Circle  and  in  possession  of  the  secretary. 

No.  2.  Should  the  Registrar’s  book  be  taken  out  of  the  Circle  room 
and  be  kept  by  Registrar? 

■tt  : 

Decision:  That  the  Registrar’s  work  be  taken  care  of  the  same  as 
the  Secretary’s,  and  that  the  book  must  be  in  the  room  for  Circle 
meetings. 

No.  3.  May  one  obligate  and  initiate  afterwards? 

Decision:  When  obligated  the  candidate  must  be  initiated  at  the 
same  time. 

No.  4.  Since  National  decided  the  Registrar’s  report  be  sent  in 
yearly,  does  this  yearly  report  mean  from  January  to  January,  or  from 
one  Department  convention  to  another? 

Decision:  Since  National  has  made  this  rule  it  means  from  one 
Department  convention  to  another. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  ADOPTED 

No.  1.  That  Circle  presidents  should  be  present  when  quarterly 
reports  are  made,  and  see  that  they  are  correct  and  properly  signed 
before  sent  to  Department  Secretary. 

No.  2.  That  Department  General  Orders  be  read  at  two  consecutive 
meetings. 

RESOLUTION. 

A  Resolution  presented  by  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  Ida 
Rushton,  That  this  convention  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  have  printed  a  complete  history 
of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army,  and  have  copies  of  same  placed  on 
file  in  Department  Headquarters  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
and  also  in  the  State  Library  of  Indiana. 

A  motion  by  Sister  Gertrude  Fox,  seconded  by  Sister  Laura  Critch- 
field,  that  the  Department  President  appoint  a  committee  to  see  that 
this  history  is  printed  and  copies  placed  in  Department  Headquarters 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  State  Library  of  Indiana. 
Motion  carried  and  those  appointed  on  the  committee  were:  Sisters 
Anna  Davis,  Ida  Rushton,  Nellie  Stammel  and  Bessie  Hart. 

Other  communications  were  brought  before  the  Council,  but  be¬ 
cause  they  were  not  properly  signed  no  action  was  taken.

Army  of  the  Republic  was  called  to  order  at  9  A.  M.  by  Past  National 
President,  Lydia  Manson.  Department  officers  were  escorted  to  the 
platform  and  Sister  Manson  introduced  our  Department  President,, 
Nora  Etnire,  who  then  introduced  her  official  family. 

A  gavel  made  of  wood  from  the  Libby  Prison  was  presented  to 
Sister  Etnire  by  Department  Inspector  Sister  Wherly  in  memory  of 
her  father,  who  had  been  confined  six  months  in  this  prison.  She 
asked  Sister  Etnire  to  use  this  gavel  during  the  convention.

On  Sept.  13,  1934  a  great  cloud  came  over  us,  a  voice  from  above 
had  called  to  answer  the  last  roll  call  our  Past  Department  Com¬ 
mander  Col.  David  N.  Foster.  Col.  Foster  was  born  April  24,  1841 
in  Orange  county,  New  York.  He  enlisted  in  Co.  A,  83rd  Reg.  New 
York  Inf.  May  27,  1861  and  served  29  months  in  defense  of  the  Union. 
His  was  the  first  enlistment  lrom  Orange  county.  None  has  been  a 
more  faithful  member  and  worker  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re¬ 
public.  He  had  been  a  member  of  Bass-Lawton  Post  in  Fort  Wayne 
for  46  years.  He  had  served  his  post  as  Commander  and  for  many 
years  as  Chaplain  he  assisted  in  the  last  honors  for  those  who  had 
answered  the  last  roll  call.  His  services  on  both  Department  and 
National  Council  of  Administration  will  be  greatly  missed.  We  mourn 
the  loss  of  a  leader,  and  great  patriot.  His  chief  joy  was  in  service 
to  God,  his  country  and  his  fellowmen.

We  are  here  to  pay  our  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  our 
departed  comrades.  It  is  with  profound  sorrow  and  a  deep  sense  of 
our  loss  that  the  department  of  Indiana,  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Repub'ic,  mourns  the  passing  of  our  comrades. 

Department  Commander  John  F.  McKinley  answered  the  last  roll 
call  in  December,  1934,  just  before  Christmas  and  while  in  office.  The 
following  day  he  would  have  been  90  years  old. 

After  hearing  an  address  by  President  Lincoln  in  Indianapolis, 
In  1861,  he  was  so  stirred  and  his  heart  so  filled  with  patriotism  and 
love  for  his  country  that  he  enlisted  in  Company  C,  51st  Indiana  vol¬ 
unteers.  He  served  throughout  the  war.  He  was  but  15  years  of  age 
when  he  enlisted.  He  was  brave,  courageous,  patriotic,  and  had  many 
friends.  He  was  a  member  of  Post  No.  42,  Lebanon,  Indiana. 

Department  Chief  of  Staff  Comrade  William  S,  Mead,  of  Spen¬ 
cer,  Indiana,  answered  the  last  roll  call  at  his  home  December  28,  1934. 

Past  Commander  James  S.  Collicott,  served  in  Company  B  9th 
Indiana  Infantry  and  Company  G  137  Indiana.  His  passing  was  on 
February  17,  1935,  with  burial  at  Mount  Vernon. 

We  note  the  passing  of  dear  Sister  Etnire’s  father,  Comrade  Enyart, 
just  before  she  became  our  Department  president. 

My  own  W.  B.  Reyburn  Post  lost  3  comrades  since  January  1st. 
I  say  my  own  post,  because  I  belong  to  it.  The  Ladies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans  are  carrying 
on  the  work  of  the  po§t  until  the  last  comrade  has  departed. 

Our  comrades  sacrificed  their  most  precious  of  all  earthly  things, 
“Life”,  which  made  possible  one  nation  and  one  flag.  The  memory  of 
our  country’s  dead  shall  strengthen  and  encourage  in  us  all  a  deeper 
and  more  abiding  patriotism.  In  the  depths  of  our  hearts  we  would 
hear  the  celestial  words,  “I  am  tne  resurrection  and  the  Life,  He  that 
believeth  in  me  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live.”  As  comrade 
after  comrade  departs,  and  we  march  on  with  ranks  broken,  help  us 
to  be  faithful  unto  Thee  and  to  each  other. 

“God  of  battles!  Bless  and  save  our  country 
With  the  freedom  and  peace  of  righteousness, 

And  Almighty  God!  Our  Heavenly  Father,  keep  us 
By  Thy  gracious  presence,  amid  the  conflicts 
Of  our  mortal  life,  and  at  last  receive  us 
Into  everlasting  peace.” 

Taps  were  sounded. 

Sister  Edith  Fries,  Department  Chaplain,  gave  a  memorial  for 
departed  sisters. 

As  we  meet  for  our  annual  business  session  and  to  enjoy  the  many 
pleasures  planned,  it  is  well  for  us  to  pause  for  a  few  moments,  to 
pay  a  loving  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  Sisters  and  Comrades  who 
have  during  the  last  year,,'  passed  into  the  “Great  Beyond”.  There 
is  a  tie  that  binds  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to 
the  Veteran  Soldier,  that  even  death  cannot  sever.  We  are  bound 
to  them  by  one  common  cause;  linked  together  by  a  thousand  sacred 
memories.  It  was  they  who,  without  thought  of  self,  marched  for¬ 
ward  shoulder  to  shoulder  into  the  very  jaws  of  death,  to  emerge  vic¬ 
torious,  holding  aloft  the  banner  of  Liberty  and  Freedom  that  they 
sacrificed  so  much  to  maintain.

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REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty- Second  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

It  is  with  love  your  Department  President  greets  you  this  morning, 
and  extends  to  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  this,  our  Forty-Second  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  One 
year  ago  you  gave  into  my  keeping  the  welfare  of  our  organization. 
I  accepted  this  honor  with  the  determination  to  do  my  best  to  advance 
the  interest  of  our  order.  Another  year,  with  its  pleasures  and  sor¬ 
rows,  has  gone,  and  will  be  numbered  with  the  past.  Let  us  renew 
old  friendships  and  acquaintances  and  enter  upon  the  duties  now  before 
us  in  the  spirit  of  friendship,  charity  and  loyalty,  which  will  enable 
us  to  discharge  the  duties  that  come  before  us. 

Upon  arriving  home  from  our  convention  held  in  Muncie,  I  estab¬ 
lished  headquarters  in  my  home,  1233  Smith  St.,  Logansport,  Ind., 
and  entered  upon  my  year’s  work. 

June  22 — My  first  duty  was  to  write  to  the  Rochester  Hotel,  Roch¬ 
ester,  N.  Y.,  to  establish  Indiana  headquarters  for  National  convention. 

June  28 — Issued  my  first  General  Order  and  gave  new  pass  word. 

July  3 — Attended  a  meeting  of  my  Circle.  This  being  our  first 
meeting  after  convention  was  a  very  interesting  one.  At  the  close  a 
social  hour  was  held,  after  which  refreshments  were  served. 

July  25 — Sister  Weser,  my  husband,  and  I  drove  to  Indianapolis  to 
attend  a  picnic  at  Brookside  Park,  given  by  the  Federated  Patriotic 
Societies  of  Indianapolis.  This  is  an  annual  affair  given  in  honor 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  Bessie  Hart,  department  treas¬ 
urer,  presided  at  this  meeting,  she  being  president  of  the  society. 
Many  Grand  Army  Ladies  were  there.  At  noon  a  lovely  dinner  was 
served  in  the  pavilion,  followed  by  a  fine  program. 

August  8 — Upon  invitation  from  Henneretta  Burns,  president  of 
General  Manson  Circle  No.  36,  Crawfordsville,  attended  inspection 
and  a  picnic  given  by  their  circle.  Sister  Weser,  my  mother,  Catherine 
Enyart,  my  husband,  and  I  drove  to  Crawfordsville,  going  to  the  Legion 
Hall  where  inspection  was  held,  after  which  we  drove  to  the  home 
of  Sister  Manson.  This  picnic  was  to  have  been  held  on  Sister  Man- 
son’s  lawn  but  due  to  a  heavy  rain  was  held  in  their  hall.  After  a 
visit  with  Sister  Manson,  returned  to  the  hall  where  a  splendid  dinner 
was  served  at  six  o’clock  for  members  and  their  families. 

August  11 — Left  for  Rochester,  New  York,  to  attend  the  national 
convention.  Enroute  was  met  at  Kendalville  by  Sister  Gertrude  Fox. 
Upon  arriving  at  headquarters  was  joined  by  Bessie  Hart,  national 
delegate-at-large.  Twenty-one  members  registered  from  Indiana.  I 
attended  ail  the  meetings,  a  breakfast  given  by  the  National  Betsy 
Ross  Club,  also  one  given  by  the  Department  Presidents  of  the  different 
states.  At  the  close  of  the  convention  a  special  train  carrying  only 
delegates  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  left  for 
Niagara  Falls.  After  spending  all  day  at  the  Falls,  returned  to  Roch¬ 
ester  and  home  the  next  day. 

August  31 — Attended  a  picnic  given  by  members  of  Lincoln  Circle, 
at  the  beautiful  country  home  of  one  of  our  members,  Sister  Goldie 
Chase. 
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September  6 — Received  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Annual  Elkhart 
County  convention  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  its  allied 
organizations.  I  did  not  go  but  had  Sadie  Wherly,  Department  In¬ 
spector,  to  represent  me. 

September  16 — Having  read  in  the  paper  of  the  death  of  Colonel 
Foster,  drove  to  Fort  Wayne  to  make  a  call  at  his  home,  but  found 
upon  arriving  he  had  been  buried  the  day  before. 

September  18 — Lincoln  Circle  gave  a  reception  for  Sister  Weser 
and  myself,  also  entertained  Department  officers.  At  noon  a  splendid 
dinner  was  served  in  Memorial  Home.  The  following  Department  of¬ 
ficers,  led  by  our  conductors,  your  Department  President,  Frances  Mey¬ 
er,  Muriel  Weser,  Bessie  Hart,  Anna  Davis,  Sadie  Wherly,  Ida  Rushton, 
Josephine  Glass,  National  Officers  Mary  Keppen  and  Nellie  Stammel 
were  escorted  to  one  long  table,  and  each  was  presented  a  corsage. 
The  tables  were  beautifully  decorated  with  flags  and  flowers.  Other 
visitors  were  present  from  Elkhart,  Peru,  Lafayette,  Delphi  and  In¬ 
dianapolis.  In  the  afternoon  Sister  Sadie  Wherly  inspected  our  circle. 
I  was  happy  to  announce  at  this  meeting  that  Sister  Pearl  Cooke,  na¬ 
tional  president,  had  appointed  a  member  of  my  own  circle  to  her 
staff,  Mary  Keppen,  national  corresponding  secretary.  At  the  close 
of  inspection  I  presented  to  my  circle,  a  large  silk  flag  in  memory  of 
my  father  who,  had  he  lived  until  the  following  day,  would  have  been 
eighty-nine  years  old.

October  12 — Accompanied  by  Muriel  Weser,  Matilda  Hobson,  Mar¬ 
tha  Lybrook,  and  my  husband,  drove  to  Knightstown  Orphans’  Home 
for  the  annual  official  visit  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and 
allied  organizations.  This  is  a  wonderful  institution  and  the  children 
are  well  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cortner,  superintendent  of 
the  home.  Visiting  committee  will  give  a  full  report  of  this  visit. 

October  13 — Attended  a  reception  given  at  Gary  Hotel,  Gary,  for 
Matilda  Roberts,  national  president  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Union 
Veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  and  her  secretary,  Bernice  Hecht,  one  of 
the  members  of  Frank  Baldwin  Circle  of  Elkhart.

Depew.  A  covered  dish  dinner  was  served  at  twelve  o’clock.  One 
veteran,  Comrade  Hannon,  was  present.  Gertrude  Fox,  Past  Depart¬ 
ment  President  and  Alice  Anderson,  Department  Organizer,  were  also 
guests,  and  some  members  of  Sherman  Circle  No.  64  and  S.  W.  Stirk 
Circle  No.  18.  Inspection  followed  the  dmner.  After  inspection  went 
to  a  hospital  to  see  Emma  Lee  and  another  member  of  Wayne  Circle. 
Was  then  taken  to  a  tea  room  for  six  o’clock  dinner,  afterwards  going 
to  the  home  of  Julia  Black  where  the  Department  Drill  Team  was 
going  to  have  a  party  in  my  honor.

We 
were  entertained  at  a  luncheon  at  a  tea  room  near  by.  Returned 
to  the  hall  to  ^witness  the  ritualistic  work.  After  the  close  of  the 
meeting  the  President  and  a  few  members  from  Wm.  H.  Trulock 
i  rc  e  N'1.  B4  came  to  have  their  books  inspected.  As  they  could 
not  get  their  members  out  they  were  not  having  any  meetings  and 
thought  they  should  disband.

November  24 — Counseled  with  the  Council  of  Administration  in 
regard  to  Stephen  Meade  Circle  No.  67  of  Ft.  Branch.  This  was 
another  Circle  that  was  in  arrears  for  per  capita  tax  for  some  time 
when  I  took  my  office.  I  later  talked  to  two  of  their  members  and 
tried  to  encourage  them  but  they  felt  they  could  not  carry  on. 

December  3 — Upon  invitation  from  Laura  Critchfield  to  attend 
a  reception  given  in  my  honor  I  went  to  Princeton.  Was  met  at

after  my  arrival  we  went  to  the  station  to  meet  Gertrude  Fox. 

Next  day,  December  4 — Other  guests  arrived,  and  in  honor  of 
National  and  Department  Officers,  and  Officers  of  Princeton  Circle 
No.  57,  Sister  Critchfield  was  hostess  for  a  delightful  eleven  o’clock 
breakfast  at  the  Green  Shutters  Inn.

national  patriotic  instructor  of  National  Betsy  Ross  Club,  and  Mrs.

March  20 — Received  charter  from  Oxford  Circle. 

April  24 — A  good  will  tour,  headed  by  Commander  McClelland  and 
Comrade  Joseph  B.  Henninger,  Asst.  Adj.  General,  and  the  presidents 
of  all  Allied  organizations  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  left 
Indianapolis  for  Rockville,  stopping  for  dinner  followed  by  a  meeting. 
Arrived  at  Crawfordsville  at  three  thirty,  going  to  the  Masonic  Home 
where  a  splendid  meeting  was  held  and  a  banquet  was  served  to  many 
members  of  the  Patriotic  Orders.

May  30 — Went  to  Memorial  Home  to  join  the  patriotic  orders  in 
parade  to  Mount  Hope  cemetery,  tor  Decoration  Day  services,  held  at 
the  stand  at  the  entrance  of  the  cemetery.  Before  the  program  started 
Lincoln  Circle  No.  1  held  their  services  at  our  monument  for  the 
Unknown  Soldier  Dead.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  AT  LARGE 

The  Forty-Eighth  National  Convention  of  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  was  held  in  Rochester,  New  York,  August  12 
to  16,  1934. 

The  first  session  of  the  convention  was  called  to  order  at  one 
o’clock  Monday  by  National  President  Sarah  J.  Ehrmann. 

“America”  was  sung,  followed  by  prayer  by  the  pastor  of  hte 
Convention  Church. 

Sister  Ehrmann  introduced  Mrs.  Gertrude  Walbridge,  Past  De¬ 
partment  President  of  the  State  of  New  York,  who  was  Chairman 
of  arrangements.  Sister  Walbridge  welcomed  the  Convention  to  the 
city  of  Rochester. 

The  Mayor,  the  Honorable  Merrit  Stanton,  also  gave  the  con¬ 
vention  a  hearty  welcome  to  Rochester,  which  was  celebrating  its 
100th  birthday . 

Mrs.  Margaret  Anderson,  National  President  of  the  Auxiliary  of 
Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Houghton,  National  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Daughters  of  Union  Veterans,  brought  greetings  from 
their  respective  organizations.  They  were  introduced  to  the  conven¬ 
tion  and  welcomed  by  our  National  President.  Sister  Ehrmann  pre¬ 
sented  each  with  a  gift,  also  one  to  Sister  Walbridge. 

National  Junior  Vice  President,  Ethelyn  Smith,  presided  while 
the  National  President  retired  to  be  escorted  to  the  platform  through 
a  double  line  of  Color  Bearers  from  the  Rochester  Circles  and  of  the 
Ladies  of  the  Department  of  New  York.

Committees  from  the  following  organizations  were  received:  Dis¬ 
abled  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  the  Auxiliary.  Also  the  Army 
and  Navy.  They  brought  greetings  and  gifts  to  the  National  President. 

A  complimentary  dinner  was  served  at  noon,  by  the  Circles  of 
Rochester,  to  all  the  delegates. 

A  greetings  committee  was  received  from  the  Daughters.  One 
of  the  ladies,  Mrs.  Mary  Baker,  had  been  brought  up  with  Sister 
Ehrmann . 

The  decisions  and  recommendations  of  the  Advisory  Council  were 
read  and  acted  upon  by  the  national  convention.  A  list  of  these 
decisions  and  recommendations  were  promulgated  in  a  circular  letter 
of  September  10,  1934. 

A  committee  from  a  Rochester  auxiliary  of  Sons  of  Union  Veterans 
brought  flowers  to  the  National  President. 

A  large  delegation  from  the  “Red  Jacket  Circle”  of  the  Seneca 
Indians  was  presented  to  the  convention  by  the  National  President, 
who  was  herself  a  member  of  the  Beaver  Clan  by  adoption.  Her 
Indian  name  is  Gallawawana,  meaning  Keeper  of  the  Ship.  The 
Indian  women  brought  her  gifts  of  beads,  feathers  and  a  dress.  When 
her  Indian  mother  died  they  sent  for  her  as  one  of  the  children.  A 
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young  Indian  man  entertanied  the  convention  with  songs  and  war 
whoops.  General  Grant’s  secretary,  named  Parker,  was  a  Seneca 
Indian  and  drew  up  the  document  that  General  Lee  signed  when 
he  surrendered.  The  New  Jersey  delegation  took  the  Indians  to 
dinner  at  the  Hotel  Rochester. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  eight  o’clock  Wednesday 
morning  and  opened  in  form. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  approved. 

Communications  and  telegrams  were  read.  A  letter  was  read 
from  the  National  Senior  Vice-President  expressing  her  regrets  at 
not  being  able  to  attend  the  national  convention. 

Mrs.  Hunter  from  Florida,  who  was  the  wife  of  a  Civil  War  veteran, 
was  obligated  by  Past  National  President  Margaret  Grandle  and  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  convention. 

National  Inspector  Pearl  C.  Cook  read  her  report  and  presented 
Sister  Ehrmann  with  a  chest  of  money  from  her  national  staff. 

National  Councelor  Josephine  Mahar  gave  her  report. 

Grandstand  tickets  for  the  parade  were  given  to  the  national  and 
past  national  officers,  also  to  small  delegations. 

The  convention  adjourned  until  1:30  o’clock  so  all  could  see  the 
parade . 

At  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session  a  committee  from  the 
Sons  of  Union  Veterans  was  received.  They  brought  greetings  ana 
flowers  from  the  four  camps  of  Rochester. 

A  picture  was  taken  of  the  National  President  and  her  staff. 

Edwina  P.  Trigg,  chairman  national  council  of  administration  gave 
a  complete  financial  report  of  the  year’s  work. 

The  national  secretary  read  the  report  of  Frances  M.  Haskell, 
national  press  correspondent,  also  the  report  of  Henrietta  Bodge,  na¬ 
tional  corresponding  secretary.  Sister  Bodge  is  a  daughter  of  Sister 
Ehrmann . 

Margaret  H.  Worrell,  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  gave 
her  report. 

Sister  Ehrmann  received  many  gifts  from  her  friends  all  during 
the  convention . 

A  motion  was  made  by  Past  National  President  Emily  J.  Thompkins 
that  we  proceed  at  once  with  the  election  of  Officers. 

A  count  was  taken  and  260  delegates  were  present. 

Pearl  C.  Cook  from  Illinois  was  elected  National  President.  Ger¬ 
trude  Walbridge  from  New  York  was  elected  by  unanimous  vote  for 
National  Senior  Vice-President.  A  second  vote  was  taken  for  National 
Junior  Vice-President  but  as  it  was  time  to  adjourn  the  vote  was 
sealed  until  morning. 

Thursday  morning  the  convention  was  called  to  order  at  8  o’clock 
by  the  national  president. 

The  pass  word  was  taken  and  the  convention  proceeded  at  once 
with  the  election.  The  following  Officers  were  elected:  National 
Junior  Vice-President,  Ethel  Cothrell,  Michigan;  National  Treasurer, 
Maybelle  S.  Nissen,  Pennsylvania;  National  Chaplain,  Frances  C. 
Linnell,  Massachusetts;  National  Patriotic  Instructor,  Frances  Rohr- 
bach,  Kansas;  National  Registrar,  Theo  Redfern,  Rhode  Island; 
National  Counselor,  Sarah  J.  Ehrmann,  New  York;  National  Council 

of  Administration:  Gladys  Wethy  Newton,  West  Virginia;  Nellie  K. 
Stammel,  Indiana;  Ida  Wright,  Illinois;  Editor  Bugle  Call,  Cassie 
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Hopper  Orsborn,  Idaho.  Wilma  M.  Ramon  was  appointed  National 
Secretary . 

Catherine  Schroeder,  assistant  national  patriotic  instructor,  read 
a  very  fine  report  of  patriotic  work  in  the  West.  Sister  Ehrmann 
said  that  she  was  well  pleased  with  the  report  and  recommended 
that  more  assistant  patriotic  instructors  be  appointed,  each  to  rep¬ 
resent  her  own  section  of  the  country. 

Committees  from  the  auxiliary  of  Sons  of  Union  Veterans,  Sons 
of  Union  Veterans,  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  and  Daughters  of  Union 
Veterans  brought  greetings  and  gifts  to  Sister  Ehrmann. 

A  committee  was  received  from  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic; 
also  their  official  quartet.  Wm.  Howard  Howack,  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  State  of  New  York,  entertained  the  convention 
with  jokes. 

A  quilt  was  chanced  off  Thursday  morning  that  netted  $125.00. 

The  convention  adjourned  to  reconvene  at  1:30  o’clock. 

Reports  of  the  different  committees  were  read  and  acted  upon. 

Letters  of  regret  were  to  be  sent  to  all  past  national  presidents 
who  were  unable  to  attend  the  national  convention. 

Communications  from  friends  of  the  National  Treasurer  were  read. 

Sister  Trigg  reported  on  the  Bugle  Call.  There  were  less  than 
2,000  paid-up  subscriptions .  The  paper  was  21  years  old  and  had 
never  been  a  paying  proposition. 

By  motion  Sister  Trigg  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for 
editing  the  Bugle  Call. 

A  number  of  membership  prizes  were  given.  Sisters  Anna  Davis 
and  Amanda  Jordan  from  Indiana  received  prizes. 

The  new  officers  were  installed  by  Past  National  President  Martha 
J.  Van  Duzan  , assisted  by  Emily  J.  Thompkins  and  Helen  M.  Lehman, 
past  national  presidents,  as  conductors  and  Mamie  Giroux,  past  de¬ 
partment  president  and  Clara  A.  Connor,  past  president  acting  as 
color  bearers. 

The  best  was  left  for  the  last  and  we  were  given  a  free  trip  with 
dinner  to  Niagara  Falls  on  Friday.

Having  been  asked  by  our  Department  President,  Sister  Nora  Et- 
nire,  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  committee  to  the  State  Soldiers 
Home,  was  pleased  to  accept  the  honor.  Through  the  kindness  of 
our  Department  President,  Sister  Nora  Etnire  and  her  good  husband, 
we  drove  to  Lafayette.  We  arrived  at  the  Home  on  time  and  met 
the  other  committees.
